Because Judge George R. Crane 
of the justice court did not in- 
struct the jury on the fine points 
of the law arising in the case, a 
new trial has been granted L. K. 
Rosenberger, who was_ recently 
convicted before a jury in Upland 
on the charge of speeding. He 
was fined $50. 

Judge Leonard of the superior 
court in San Bernardino holds that 
| Judge Crane committed error be- 
cause he refused to instruct the 
jury. In a written opinion by 
Judge Leonard, it is held that the 
defendant has the right to have 
the jury instructed on legal mat- 
ters, and that failure to do so is 
sufficient cause to grant a new 
trial in the superior court. 

After Rosenberger was convict- 
ed in the lower court, his attorney 
appealed the case, and a new trial 
is to be held in the higher court. 
He was accused of speeding and 
Officer C. S. Lehman, who made 
the arrest, testified he was going 
from 60 to 72 miles an hour on 
Foothill boulevard through Up- 
| land.
